On August 30, 1950, MARTIN ECKHOUSE, 1707 Nelson Avenue, Bronx, 
New York, an employee of the Pitt Machine Products, Inc., during 1947 and 
194S, was interviewed by the writer. ' 

MARTIN ECKHOUSE stated that he was enqiloyed by Pitt Machine 
Products, Inc., for about 18 months during 1947 and 1948 under the GI 
Bill. ECKHOUSE stated that during the time he was employed by that 
company, it was operated ty JiaiUS ROSE>JBERG, DAVID GREENGLASS and 
BERNIE GRI^GLASS.
